fine salt in the hill and covered-them. 
.The patch he experimented on con- 
tained about one-eighth of an acre of 
ground, The bugs did not molest 
them in the least, the tops being green 
aud vigorous. He had another patch 
Which he planted in the ordinary way, 
without salt, and the bugs very nearly 
destroyed them, ever after he had 
doused the vines twice with Paris green. 
It might be well to-cut this item out 
and keep it, and when you plant your
